O one suit can stand. the con- 
stant everyday -wear of the 
school room, and the coat and 
skirt costume must needs be 
worn interchangeably with a 
simple cloth or serge frock, with 


an ulster added for out of doors. To be 
really economical the dress may be made 
with waist and skirt separate, so that 
when desired for variety's sake a silk or 
albatross blouse can at times be worn with 
the skirt of the suit. Whether this will 
be possible depends, of, course, largely 
upon the material of the gown and the 
fashion in which it is trimmed. 


A gown for the school room must, n^ed- 


- l«ss to state, be built upon the simplest 


model possible, but its simplicity will not 
necessitate anything unbecoming.

CHINESE "TRICKS OF THE TRADE." 


SOME UNIQUE GARDENING METHODS WHICH HAVE BROUGHT LARGE 


A WINDOW STORAGE BOX 


FINANCIAL RETURNS. 


, Bj M. F. RITTEHHOtlSE. 
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A Chlneae market-gardener of our 
i 


town who ha* grown rich at his busi- 
ness has some very unique methods, 
but which are worth copying, for his 
gardens, both artistically and finan- 
cially are a great success. 


He wves his squash and pumpkin 


seeds for the next year's planting 
by the simple process of keeping the 
•quas'i or pumpkin that 
especially 


r'rikes hl» fancy In a. cool, dry place 
until the next planting season. Then 
he plants them with pieces of the 
pulp adhering, and they appear above 
ground with mushroom-like prompt- 
ness. 


His muskmelon seed, he ties up In 


a bag of coarse burlap, and covers 
this loosely with rich soil, allowing 
the seeds to sprout before planting 
them. 


He also preserves his 
cucumber 


seeds In the cucumber, 
which 
he 


coats carefully with parafflne a* soon 
as pulled from the vine. 


When he irrigates his potatoes (and 


he raises two crops on the game land 
each year) he waters long and deep- 
ly; and his potatoes never grow near 
enough1 to the surface to get sun- 
burned, as do those of the inexperi- 
enced gardeners who lightly sprinkle 
the surface of their potato patch 
as scantily and as often as they sprin- 
kle their lettuce beds. 


T' 
.-. is no question u3 to the su- 


periority in size and quality of the 
deep-grown potato over those grown 
close to the surface. 


His beet-seed are soaked in water 


for at least forty-etstht hours before 
plantirR. 
He rets them to soak in 


warm watrr ami during the daytime 
keeps tli" vessel containing them as 
much In tlT> sunshine as possible.

"Guillotine" traps have marked ad-

ikely to absorb and 
retain odor*. 


Guillotine traps should be baited with 
small pieces of Vienna, sausage, fried 
>acon, or a small section of an tat. 
of corn. 


The pit trap consists of a rtont, nar« 


-ow box sunk in the ground so that 
the top Is level with the rat run. It 


fitted with a cover o' light wood 


or metal in two sections; the section* 
turn on rods to which they are fast- 
ened. 
They are weighted near thu 


s of the box and so adjusted that 


they swing easily.

The trap should be placed 
along the fence outside the yard, and 
behind a shelter of boards or brush 
that leans against the fence.

HANDLING APPLE CROPS 


Apples that are. to be sold for' first 


class .fruit must be handled in a care- 
ful manner while being picked and 
r-en laid in piles on the ground where 
t. sun cannot reach them, or hauled 
to tin barn for a few days and left in 
piles, to permit some of the moisture 
to evaporate and the akin to become 
toughened ' in which condition 
the 


fruit will stand up better while It is 
on the way to market and keep longer 
when packed than it will when put 
Into packages as fast as it is picked 
from th- tree. 


For facing, select smooth, finely 


colored fruit a little better than the 
a- erage and place one row stemsdown, 
after which the barrel may be filled 
using nothing but sound perfect fruit, 
rejecting all wormy, bruised, knotty 
or small sized specimens; shake the 
barrel, occasionally while it is being 
filled, level it up a little above the top 
of the staves (about half an inch) 
press down the head with an apple 
press or screw and nail the hoops, af- 
ter this change ends with the barrel 
and mark the name of the variety on 
th. face end. -"Some pvefer to have 
the'fruit double faced but as a rule 
the best class of fruit shows up to bet- 
ter advantage when- faced with but a 
single row. 


:t is essential that the barrel be 


shaken a • number of times 
while 


it is being filled for the fruit will pack 
closer and there will be less danger 
rf its being crushed or bruised when I 
it is pressed down to place the head I 
in the barrel. There will also be less 
danger of Its becoming loose or shaky 
In the barrel while in storage.,or on 
the roafd to market. 
The ordinary 


sized $pple barrel is the one that gives 
the' best satisfaction in the leading 
markets. 


^Another matter that should have 


attention is the tendency to use highly 
colored fruit from certain trees for 
feeing and packing the middle of the 
' rel with poorly colore" fruit. This 
unwise practice is being followed In 
r.'.any apple-growing sections, some 
growers even going to the extreme of 
buying apples for facing purposes. 
Whatever form or style of package is 
selected the time is past when growers 


< n palm off short measures on the 
buyers.—R. M. Bates. 


KEEPING QCAtrWES OP CER- 


TIFIED MILK. 


Certified milk -will keep sweet for 


a long time. The theory that clean 
milk should have a 
long keepin'g 


quality works out in practice. 
In- 


atances are on record where certified 
milk has been taken on an ocean 
voyage and not only brought back in 
good condition but kept sweet until 
:hirty days old. 
In fact It is now 


a very common thing for people are 
crossing the water or taking a long 
land journey with infants to take 
several cases of certified milk -with 
them. They are then reasonably sure 
of having a constant supply of sweet 
milk for several days. 


A number of certified milk dairies 


in the United States sent exhibits of 
milk to the Paris Exposition in 1900. 
The milk kept perfectly sweet 
for 


two weeks and in some instances 18 
days after being bottled and after a 
summer journey of 3,000 
to 
4,000 


miles. Regular delivery bottles were 
used, the only extra precaution being 
to 11:5 two paper caps instead of one, 
and to cover the caps with paraffin 
BO as to exclude the air.

Whilo I arn writing these lines this 


whole magnificent region of the J^nkn 
of Geneva seems to be vibrating with 
the same Inspiration and to be looKlng 
In the aerial heights, above the glaciers 
of the Dent du Midi and the Oberland 
Alps, for the men-birds who have so 
bravoly undertaken to fly to Milan and 
Lombardy. 
From' these heights the 


panorama of the eternal jenows is re- 
markably splendid and quite different 
from that which we contemplate from 
the shores below. 


The day before yesterday, Sunday, 


Sept. IS. tho day originally set for 
these daring contests, tho sky 
was 


truly marvelous, of perfect purity and 
a calm, very rare this year; the flowery 
shores, the lake itself and the moun- 
tains melted away In one and the same 
bluish atmosphere, aa if a veil of azure 
had enveloped the, whole 
landscape. 


That was the ideal day for'such an 
aerial voyage.

dent with the feijeral fast, very much 
observed in these cantons, and by or 
der of the authorities of the govern- 
ment of Valais the departure of the 
aviators was forbidden.

At tho distance of our satellite—that 


is to say, seen from 384.000 kilometres 
away—the earth offers a very different 
aspect from that wnich It presents 
to aeronauts and aviators.

ter how high one can raise, himself In 
the air, one cannot, in. fact, judge of 
the sphericity of our globe. It would 
bo necessary to get out of its domain, 
to go beyond the atmosphere, to hover 
in ethereal space to see its true form 
assume shape. 


As one leaves the ground, at a thou- 


sand metres, nt two thousand, three 
thousand metres in height and more, 
the panorama becomes transformed, 
details are effaced, hills become lev- 
eled, the relief disappears and 
the 


landscapes take on an aspect variously 
shaded according to whether they con- 
sist of untrodden snow, of dark for- 
ests, of green prairies, of golden fields 
or of blue lakes. But for an observer 
located on the moon the 
spectacle 


would be entirely different, and the 
question is rather frequently asked by 
more than one person curious about 
the great scenes of nature, "What is 
the aspect of the earth as seen from 
its satellite?"

Three 
years later he died, and in 1S70 she 
was elected principal of the woman's 
department of Oberlin college. 


In 1890 she was appointed professor 


of mediaeval history there.

signed her deanship in 1900, but did 
not give up her professorship 
until

Mrs. Johnston was given the degree 


of M. A. by both Hillsdale and Oberlin 
colleges.

The Lindfey Case.
